tonight as far north in California 
as San Jose, but in this city there 
has been only a sprinkle, just suf- 
ficient to lay the dust. 

The storm, which passed over 
Southern California yesterday, is mov- 
ing north along the cast, and indi- 
eations point to a general rain over 
Northern California tomorrow. 

The storm was quite heavy tonight 
in San Luis Obispo and at San Jose 
light showers fell, with prospects of 
continuance throughout the night. 

These showers are most timely as 
crops are suffering for rain in Cen- 
tral California. 

In the region north of this. city, 
while rain is entirely needed, the situa 
tion would not become serious for 
several days. 

The worst feature of the situa- 
tion in the northern counties is the lack 
of snow in the mountains. At the sum- 
mit there is less than two feet on 
the leVel. Last year there was about 
fifteen feet at this time. 

The first warm weather of spring 
will cause all the snow to melt, and 
mining operations will come to an 
early close. Irrigation systems which 
depend on the mountain supply for 
water, will suffer. » 

Crop reports from the Sacramento 
Valley show that if good rains come 
within the next week or ten days there 
will be good yields of hay and grain 
while the fruit outlook is very prom- 
ising. — 

Barring frost south of thip city 
the outlook is not so good although 
with good rains in the near future 
there will be fair crops.

TROOPS MUTINY AND SACK 
_ TIEN-TSIN; FIRES RAGE. 


Rabble Joins Soldiers and & ystematic Plundering of the 
City Begins, Shops and Banks Are Looted and Many 
of Them Wrecked—Mint Is Invaded and Everything 
of Value Taken—German Doctor Killed.

IEN-TSIN, ‘March 3.—Sertous 
4% rioting took place here last night. 
The outbreak had been feared and 
precautions were taken as far as pos- 
sible to protect residents from harm. 
Between 9 and 10 o'clock the sol- 
diers mutinied, set fire to a number 
of buildings and then began looting 
from house to house. They were 
joined by a rabble. Shops and beuks 
in all important streets were looted, 
and some of them were wrecked. 

To intimidate the populace, the 
soldiers kept up a continual gunfire 
and the rattle of musketry was heard 
throughout the night. The few loyal 
police were powerless. 

Fourteen fires raging in various 
parts of the city simultaneously were 
counted. The soldiers broke into the 
Pei Yang mint, which’ was set on fire. 
Much valuable machinery was des- 
troyed. The looters entered the silver 
stores, wrenching off the iron shutters 
and even making holes in the walls. 
The mint was looted of everything 
portable and the ground was strewn 
with empty cartridge clips and cases.

ATTLE OF CHIHUAHUA 
IS NOW BEING FOUGHT. 


Orozco With Vasquistas Trying to Hold 
Cuy from Madero Government. 


Rebel: Garrison Departs from Ciudad Juarez to Join 
Their Comrades in the Conflict for the Capital of Im- 
portant State in Northern Merico Villa, Loyal to the 
Established Order, Drives Back the Insurrectos.

Orozco has joined the Vasquista 

rebels and is now attempting to 
hold Chihuahua from Pancho Villa, 
loyal to the government. 

This information comes from Chi- 
huahua in private messages to Gen. 
Salazar in Jifhrez. 

There is fighting in progress and 
Orosco has summoned the Juarez 
rebels to its assistance at once. They 
began entraining shortly before noon 
Sunday for the run to the State capi- 
tal. 

Fighting has been in progress at 
Chihuahua since early this morning 
and Americans In that city are mak- 
ing frantic appeals far a train to get 
to this city. 

Pancho Villa, fighting for the Ma- 
dero government, and in an effort to 
hold Chihuahua for Madero and keep 
it from falling into the hands of the 
Vasquistas through Orozco’s defection, 
went to Chihuahua over the North- 
western late yesterday and early today 
began the attack on the outskirts. 

The fight is said to have Leen 
spirited, but the larger force of Villa 
gradually drove back the rurales and

The four hundred rurales defending 
Chihuahua put up a stiff resistance 
and the battle was still in progress at 
noon, with Villa and his army practi- 
cally in the city and the rurales in re- 
treat, but fighting as they retreated.

All the bridges for forty miles from 
Chihuahua on the Northwestern road 
have been burned by Villa, it is said, 
and communication with the city. by 
rail over the Mexican Ceutrul from the 
North also is cut off by burned ges. 

Advices from Chihuahua this morn- 
ing say tiie Americans there are panic 
stricken and are making frantic et- 
forts to get to afety. 

News of President Taft's proclama- 
tion reached Chihuahua late last 
night, and coupled with the attack by 
Villa this morning has caused terror 
to all the foreigners. 

A telegram was received in Juarez 
from Braulio Hernandez today and ad- 
dressed to Salazar urging the rebel 
general to come to Chihuahua at once 
and reinforce Orozco. 

Thirty-five were killed. Orozco is 
safe. 

Villa, former brigand of the Chi- 
huahua hills, is believed to have 
double-crossed his former associates 
and superior, Orozco, by slipping into 
Chihuahua after it had been definitely 
settled that Orozco was no longer 
loyal. 

Should Villa succeed in taking Chi- 
huahua from Orosco's men, it means 
that the capitulation of the capital of 
Chihéahua will not be so easy and with 
Villa in the city Orozco will be given 
a chance to display his much-heral : 
but yet unproven bravery by taking 
the city from his former subordfhate. 

Gen. Emilio Campa is superintend- 
ing the loading of the troop train, 
which is to be rushed to the relief of 
Orozco at Chihuahua. He will com- 
mand the advance forces. He WII 
take a train of forty cars over the 
Mexican Central with a flock of hand- 
cars running ahead for protection 
from dynamite and to repair the 
tracks wherever necessary.

REBELS ARE DEFEATED 
OR IN NEED OF AID.

EL PASO (Tex.) March 3.—A téle- 
gram stating that fighting for the pos- 
session of Chihuahua City, capital of 
the Mexican State of that name, had 
begun, was followed today by the hasty 
departure of the rebel garrison at 
Juarez to join their comrades in the 
fight. 

Two telegrams bearing on the fight 
were received by Gen. Ynez Salazar. 
the Juarez commander, from Braulio 
Hernandez. one of the rebel leaders in 
the district about Chihuahua. 

Neither message was as detailed as 
its recipient could have wished, but 
they were sufficient to dispel the lan- 
gor which has characterized the work 
of the Juarez forces and the detach- 
ment of from 800 to 1000 men was 
speedily placed on board three sec- 
tions of a freight train. 

THE FIRST WORD. 

The first telegram from Hernandez 
stated that his force, numbering about 
320 men and some of the force of Pas- 
cual Orozco, had been defending Chi- 
huahua against an attack by Federal 
troops, under Col. Pancho Villa. 

“Orozco is with us,“ the telegram 
said, meaning, the rebels declare, that 
he has announced himself openly in 
arms against, Madero. 

e second telegram merely stated, 
as divulged by Gen. Salazar, that Her- 
nandez was on his way to join Orozco, 
who desired Satazar to join the move- 
ment with all possible speed.

TO JOIN OROZCO. 

Recently Hernandez with his com- 
mand was at Gallego, about 37 miles 
north of Chihuahua. Maximo Cas- 
tillo, another rebel chieftain, with 
three or four hundred men, has been 
at Villa Ahumada, 90 miles north of 
Chihuahua. He, too, is said to be pro- 
ceeding to join Orozco. 

American and Mexivan refugees in 
this city account for.the report that 


Villa led the Federal forces against | 


the rebels with two explanations. The 
paramount.one is the declaration that 
Villa and Orozco, through jealousy, 
growing out of the rewards received 
by each after Madero’s success las 
spring, are mortal enemies, and that 
Villa would fight on either side if it 
were against his former comrade in 
arms. Orozco was made chief of the 
rurales of Chihuahua by Madero, 
while Villa, the converted outlaw, was 
given a command under him. The 
second reason advanced is that Villa 
remained loyal only after Madero had 
granted his demand, including a large 
sum of money. In the crisis, Gov. 
Abraham Gonzales, the loyal execu- 
tive at Chihuahua, is believed to have 
collected gufficient money and to have 
made the promises necessary to hold 
Villa and his 700 troops to the Ma- 
dero banner. 
BITTER AGAINST VILLA. 

Gen. Salazar professes to be very 
bitter against Villa, The latter, he 
claimed, sent word by special mes- 
senger confirming previous promises 
that he would “save his face” by a 
show of resistance, and then join the 
anti-Madero campaign. It was pointed 
out, however, that this was before 
Orozco’s attitude, while suspected ag 
disloyal to Madero, really was known. 
If the rebels are defeated, Villa may 
hope for the emoluments recently 
resigned by Orozco. 

There was no lack of box cars in 
the Juarez yards when the movement 
to the south was decided upon. The 
matter of motive power was more dif- 
ficult, but two locomotives which had 
come over the Mexico Northwestern 
from the south were taken, and an- 
other which had been joined up” 
eventually was secured. 

The first telegram from Hernandes 
was received shortly before noon. At 
4:07 this afternoon the first detach- 
ment was sent away, and the second 
seven minutes tater, Among other 
supplies each train carried a car of 
filled water cases. Theré was also 
one car of coal taken. 

It was nearly 7 o'clock before the

This 
duty is now being performed by the 
first battalion of the twenty-second in- 
fantry, under Maj. Peter Murray. 
Bridges and fords are guarded and 


men and officers are ready for any 
emergency which may arise. 
There were rumors, which 


amounted to nothing more, that the 
departure of the garrison would be 
succeeded by disorders in the streets 
of Juarez. Tonight the American 
soldiers are possibly more alert than 
usual, but among them there was no 
other sign that conditions at Juares 
had changed. 

Two other battalions of the Twenty- 
second Infantry are at Fort Bliss, 
where also are a battalion of the 
Eighteenth Infantry, a squadron of 
the Fourth Cavalry, and battery D of 
the Third Field Artillery, which is re- 
garded as a force adequate to cope 
with any emergency which may arise 

Gen. Salazar’s force includes two 
Americans enlisted to work the rapid- 
firers. They are Samuel Drobin of 
Philadelphia and T. C. Richardson of 
Lamar, Mo. 

Drobin has been in one uniform or 
another for many years. He started 
eight years ago with the American 
forces in the Philippines. He fought 
with the insurrecto general, Luis 
Mena, in Nicaragua in the revolution 
which overthrew President Zelaya. 
Last year he took a force into Yuca- 
Madero. Drobin said 


had been promised him for the ex- 
pedition, and was about to join Gen.

ANOTHER LETTER. 

Another American in Mexico writes 
in part as follows: 

“I doubt if there is anybody in the 
country that can at the present mo- 
ment give a well-founded opinion on 
the conditions in general in Mexico. 
There seems to be a general feeling of 
unrest among the lower classes of 
peons all over the country. The feel- 
ing among the better classes—those 
that really have anything at stake— 
seem to be that Madero should be sup- 


ported. He has a chance to show what 
he can do. As the lower classes of 
peons, who have nothing but the 
clothes they carry on their backs, ure 
in an enormous majority, whenever a 
leader appears among them, it makes 
no difference what he professes as his 
opinion, he finds a following and 
usually takes a crowd out into the 
small towns and commences looting. 
Unless Madero develops a much strong- 
er hand than he has exhibited up to

the present moment, it looks very 
much as if the country were going 
back to the conditions that existed 
here some thirty years ago. 

“If one did not read the papers there 
would be nothing in the general course 
of affairs to indicate that any different 
conditions existed than what we saw 
several years ago, when Diaz was in 
full control. Virtually all the news 
that I gather from the States outside 
my own, I get from your American 
daily newspapers. 

“The feeling among all American 
investors that it is a good time to 
let Mexico Alone. 

“As to the matter of nal dan- 
ger to foreigners in this country, 
there is no doubt that all fareigners 
are running a certain amount of per- 
zonal risk. Should affairs take such a 
turn on the American frontier as 
would force the United States to throw 
troops across the border to protect 
American lives slong the line, there 
is very little doubt that mobs would 
form in the cities throughout the 
country and attack foreigners indis- 
criminately. We ali realize this and if 
such conditions should confront us we 
would have to do the best we could 
for the moment, The Federal army is 
proving itself ineffictent to cope with 
the bands that are committing depre- 
dations in the small towns, and could 


not be counted on to help the foreign- 
ers very effectually.

CHINO HAS WATER TROUBLE.

Stormy Town Meeting Ends in Dis- 

charge of Sixteen Men Composing 

a Citizens Committee. 

CHINO, March 3.—Chino is split 
wide open with a water problem, into 
which about the entire town has 
plunged, and town politics has been 
injected in a way that is giving the 
residents of the sugar town a taste of 
ginger never before known. The big 
row came last night at a mass meet- 
ing w citizens, called after the town 
trustees had dismissed from further 
service a committee of sixteen citi- 
zens who had been appointed to ad- 
vise with the City Trustees as to how 
to expend a bond issue voted to en- 
large the domestic water system. 

At the meeting Jacob W. Schaefer, 
a member of the discharged commit- 
tee arose to explain the action of his 
committees which had clashed with 
the town council, and in the midst 
of his explanation he was interrupted 
by Trustee Houlihan. A wordy alter- 
cation resulted in Houlihan pulling off 
his coat, with the intention of making 
& personal matter of the debate. 
Friends kept the two apart. E. H. 
Price, principal of the Chino High 
School, finally restored peace and good 
sense, by urging a friendly discus- 
sion, and warning the citizens not to 
lose their temper. He gave his views 
on the water problem, but declared 
he was willing to listen to those who 
opposed his views.

but disaster in the future, Mrs. Caro- 
line Ford, the slayer of her husband, 
Albert P. Ford, was taken to the 
Receiving Hospital last night suffer- 
ing from an enormous dose of chloro- 
form self-administered apparently 
with the express purpose of commit- 
ting suicide. 

Since she was released by the 
courts on the charge of murder, Mrs. 
Ford asserted that she had been 
brought to a state of abject misery 
and that it was only natural that sha. 
should wish to seek oblivion in the 
unknown future. 

Still breathing sentiments of a like 
character, Mrs. Ford was placed up- 
on the surgeons’ table and every 
means was taken to save her life. At 
midnight it was stated that the 
chances were about even between her 
recovery and the grave. 

FOUND IN HALLWAY. +4 

Mrs. Ford was first discovered by the 
police in a hallway at No. 332 West 
Second street, where she had fallen 
unconscious. Upon being removed to 
the Receiving Hospital she was slowly 
brought back to consciousness and it 
Was then discovered that she already 
had prepared the note that indicated 
her intention of quitting the world 
at the earliest possible moment. 
During a period of semi-conscious- 
ness the woman said that she had pur- 
chased five little bottles of chioro- 
form at as many different drug stores 
and that she had combined her pur- 
chases into one large bottle which 
she took previous to entering the hall- 
wav where she was found. 

Begging that she might be allowed 
to die unmolested, the unhappy wom- 
an was left alone a_few minutes 
when once more she aroused herself 
and said that at the time of her 
husband's death there was $1400 in 
the bank and that $3500 more had 
accrued in profits since that time. 
None of this money, she said, had 
been received by her although she 
frequently had implored Harry J. 
Coats, the executor, to give it to her. 
Speaking of her battle in the courts 
to obtain her rights, the supposed dy- 
ing woman asserted that she had 
placed her cause in the hands of sup- 
posed competent attorneys and that 
thus far she had received no returns 
from Meir labors. 

Why this condition existed she was 
unable to explain, she said, but that 
there had been measures taken against 
her interests she was certain. When 
questioned as to her life since her re- 
lease from the charge of having killed 
her husband, Mrs. Ford said that she 
had been living at No. 1428 East 
Thirtieth street, but she declined to 
say where she had worked in the in- 
terim, although the police already 
were in on of this information.

Behind the sentencing of a young 
man to three months in the City Jail 
by Police Judge Frederickson Satur- 
day, lay the story of one of the strang- 
est joy rides yet recorded. 

According to Richsteiner, Arthur 
Thew, 20 years old, No. 250 Fast 
Avenu@ 41, broke into the Auto Fx- 
change Garage, No. 649 South Grand 
avenue, early Sunday morning and 
selected from among the forty cars 
on the floor the one that best suited 
his fancy, returned to his home in it 
and took his mother for an all-day 
ride. They went to Compton, and 
the boy's mother explained to Judge 
Frederickson that she thought the 
auto had been lent her son by Sam 
Richsteiner, the proprietor of the 
garage. 

Richsteiner says he found the pad- 
lock on the garage door broken when 
he arrived early Sunday morning and 
immediately notified the patrolman on 
the beat. He did not miss the car 
that Thew had taken until the own- 
er of the machine came for it. 

Thew, who is a striking Southern 
Pactfic electrician, had been previous- 
ty employed at the garage as a night 
washer, and Richstéiner says he im- 
mediately suspected the young man 
of having taken the automobile as he 
had discharged him. Richsteiner em- 
ployed detectives who learned from 
persons in Thew's neighborhood that 
the young man had been seen to drive 
away from his home in the morning 
with his mother. 

In the evening the joy riders re- 
turned and Thew was told that detect- 
ives had been looking for him. Then, 
for the first time, the young man's 
mother learned what he had done 
and insisted that he return the ma- 
chine. He took it to Thirty-first and 
Main streets, Richsteiner says, where 
he abandoned it. Later Sunday night 
he was forced by his mother to get 
the machine, but instead of taking it 
to the garage, he left it on Grand ave- 
nue near by. 

When Richsteiner opened the 
garage Monday morning the machine 
was in its accustomed place. He says 
a chauffeur working for a man who 
keeps his car at the garage had un- 
locked the door about 2 o'clock Mon- 
day morning and let Thew put the 
stolen machine in. 

On the recommendation of the 
prosecuting attorney the sentence of 
three months in jail was suspended 
and it was arranged that Thew report

DEATH CHEATED 
IN FINAL HOUR. 


Mining Men Reach the City 
After Trip of Terror. 


Ten Days of Hardship, Lost, 
Injured, Starving. 


Safe, They Laugh at Desert 
and Will Go On. 


Bringing a tale of experiences 80 
terrifying as to be barely credible to 
those unfamiliar with the grim facts 
of the desert, three of an original 
party of six mining men en route to 
Mexico struggled into the city late Sat- 
vrday night, one of them so exhausted 
that he actually fell upon the pave- 
ment only a few steps from the Ar- 
cade station, 

They are I. Craydon, owner of a 
number of claims near Cananea and 
thirty years a prospector from Alaska 
to Central America, his son, Thomas 
“raydon, a man of hardly less ex- 
perience in the desert, and William 
Hanaman, a cousin of “Borax” Aaron 
Winters, of Death Valley, whose home 
is in Sacramento. 

Two members of the party, Howard 
Connell of Yuma, and “Sluff" Kirk- 
patrick, an itinerant prospector, sep- 
arated from the others in the moun- 
tains north of Cajon and reached help 
enivy when on the point of utter en- 
haustion. The sixth, a man named 
Simpson, was so badly injured by a 
fall into a crevasse that he had to 
be ‘eft in a miner's hut under Dead 
Man's Point. 

SEEK VALUABLE DEPOSIT. 

The party left Daggett ten days ago 
to prospect the Silver Mountain Min- 
ing District for a deposit of scheelite, 
a valuable ore of tungsten of which 
considerable quantities of float have 
been found in many parts of the San 
Bernardino range, and of which there 
is reported to be a well-defined ledge 
somewhere in the Mojave River wash. 
With them they took six days’ pro- 
vistons, several canteens of water and 
three burros. They struck into the 
hills to the southeast, marking a 
line by a compass intended to bring 
them into the Red Hill district and 
thence to Stoddard'’s Wells, from 
which point they planned to strike for 
Victorville and continue their journey 
te Mexico by train. 

From the start misfortune marked 
the trip. The compass proved faulty, 
but not until it had led the party 
many miles out of the way. Two of 
the burros, eating greedily from a 
poisonous plant, died and the third 
became so erratic as to be practically 
uselesn. The elder Craydon stepped 
on a cactus thorn which drove through 
his heavy boot as though ft had been 
paper. Local poisoning set in and 
the foot swelled so badly that it was 
impossible for him to walk for forty- 
eight hours. 

At the end of the fifth day the 
party found themselves in a region en- 
tirely unfamiliar to any of them, 
though all are old prospectors. To 
make matters much’ worse, there re- 
matned but one day's rations and a 
little over one canteen of water, with 
no more in sight. Under ordinary cir- 
cumstances the heavy rains of the 
winter season would have left many 
vools in the rock-lined depressions of 
the hills but the long drought, on 
whieh they had not counted, left them 
without even that resource. 

Connell and Kirkpatrick, thé strong- 
est of the six, volunteered to depart 
from the course as originally laid out 
and endeavor to reach help from the 
mining camps, believed to lie over the 
rugged territory due south of the last 
camp. In the event of finding no 
one thev were to push on in the same 
direction in an effort to reach the Mo- 
jave River, follow it up to the nearest 
town and send assistance from there. 
They took what was rather less than 
their pro rata share of the water and 
food and struck across the range. It 
later developed that they had not 
more than twenty miles to go to 
reach tit Red Hill wells. 

NEAR EXHAUSTION. 

| ‘In accordance with the plan the rest 
of the party turned at right angles 
and followed the sloping washes on 
the line of least resistance to the 
southwest. Nearly exhausted for lack 
of food and water, their progress was 
slow and uncertain. In crossing a 
low, rough saddle connecting two 
peaks, Simpson, supporting the limp- 
ing Craydon, slipped on the smooth 
surface of a boulder and fell into a 
narrow crevasse, breaking both bones 
of his left leg below the knee. 

The others, unable to reach their 
companion by other means, finally 
managed to drag him bodily from 
the chasm by a rope, made of their 
clothing. He was so badly hurt as to 
be entirely unable to continue. The 
younger Craydon and Hanaman made 
a rough litter from greasewood boughs 
and on it they carried him five miles 
to the flats. In the lee of the promon- 
tory known as Dead Man's Point, they 
found the cabin of a miner named 
Soreneon, reaching it when all the 
members of the party had been near- 
ly thirty hours without food or 
Water. 

After resting for a few hours and 
making arrangements to have their 
injured companion cared for, the two 
Craydons and Hanaman resumed the 
journey in a southerly direction. 
Early Saturday morning they reached 
the line of the Santa Fe, some miles 
below the Rancho Verde, and made 
their way into the city on a freight 
train. 

Aside from expressing anxiety as to 
the welfare of their companions, the 
three rather make light of their ex- 
periences and announce their inten- 
tion of proceeding at once to Sonora, 


where Craydon owns an interest in 
considerable copper properties.

Rain and Dynamite. 
LOS ANGELES, March 3.—[To the 
Editor of The Times:] C. W. Post of 
Battle Creek, Mich., claims to have 


succeeded in many demonstrations 
and tests in producing rain in the 
Texas panhandle, the dryest part of 


the United States east of the Rocky 
submitted | Mountains, by the use of dynamite, 


Mr. Post mentions the historical fact 
that great battles are always followed 
by heavy rains. In his experiments 
on his great ranch of 250,000 acres, 
in Texas, he tried to produce condi- 
tions of a great battle. The rain often 
came while his men were still on the 
firing line. He says that rain seems 
to result from blowing the lower strata 
of air up to mingle with those above. 

The people of Southern California 
‘have become intensely interested. We 
are threatened with the dryest year 
on record. March is here—there is 
still hope to save the season's crops 
if we can now insure abundance of 
spring rains. It seems up to us to 
produce it, but we must act now. 

Mr. Post has produced rain under 
the most unfavorable conditions every 
time that he used enough dynamite to 
secure results. 

In his speech before the Chamber 
of Commerce of Santa Barbara, Mr. 
Post said that 3000 pounds of dyna- 
mite, blasted continuously in charges 
of two to four pounds each, along a 
firing line two miles long, has always 
produced rain. 

The Santa Barbara Chamber of 
Commerce has voted to finance the ex- 
periment there, to the exten of ad- 
vancing the necessary $1000. 
Provided there is not an abundance 
of rain before next Friday noon, the 
blasting is to begin in Santa Bar- 
bara at that time. They are ordering 
their explosives for this week's ship- 
ments. 

Mr. Post says that his experiments 
have resulted tn a downpour cover- 
ing twenty-five miles square. So the 
Santa Barbara experiment may do us 
no good, since Santa Barbara is more 
than 100 miles away. 

It seems to many that the fruit 
exchange, Chambers of Commerce and 
other civic bodies, should institute like 
elements all over Southern California.

MANY POTSONOUS FLOWERS. 


Seme of the Common Ones Contain 
Deadly liquors Though of Most 
Innocent and Attractive Appear- 


ance. 

{Harper's Weekly:] Many species 
of well-known and much admired 
flowers furnish the world with a great 
deal of its poison. 

The laburnum, for instance, which 
the poets have loved to compare to 
a fountain of gold playing in the sun- 
light, is one of the most poisonous 
flowers imaginable. There is poison 
in every bit of it-—flower, leaf. and 
seed. Even grass growing beneath 
it is rendered poisonous by reason of 
its proximity to the beautiful, inno- 
cent looking blossoms overhead. 

Such dainty and lovely blooms as 
the nafrcissus, hyacinth, jonquil and 
snowdrop secrete the most deadly 
poisons, while the oxalis, the. monk’'s- 
hood, and the fox-glove conceal noxi- 
ous liquors powerful enough to des- 
troy life in a short time. 

The list might be further extended 
by the addition of certain of the cro- 
cuses, the beautiful lady's slipper, the 
quaint “old jeck-in-the-pulpit,” and 
the prim little buttercup. The latter, 
despite its innocent appearance, is 
really one of the worst of the poison- 
ous blooms. Even the cow is aware 
of this and carefully avoids it. The 
cousins of the buttercup, the peonies, 
the larkepurs, and the rest all contain 
toxic liquids. 

Another source of deadly poison is 
the oleander tree, while the bark of 
the superb catalpa tree contains any 
quantity of deadly doses.
